As per claims 9-14: the claims are directed to a voice activated wireless headset, 
including a noise level threshold (ambient level threshold) and activation threshold 
(upper end threshold for activating the headset), wherein activation (off-hook action) of 
the headset is effected if the activation noise/voice is detected during five seconds, as 
recited in claim 9. The prior art of record does not tech or fairly suggest the above 
described techniques of activating a wireless headset using noise/voice.
